A PLEDGE TO DEBAUCH 


James W. Breen, first assistant corporation 
counsel and one of the Lundin-Thompson family 
judicial candidates, tells the detective sergeants 
of the city police force that they must “go the 
limit” to get votes for the machine.

. There was nothing deliberate in the Tulsa 
tragedy. Judged by the frightful results, it might 
‘be inferred that only a deep seated hatred could 
- have destroyed a hundred lives and made thousands 
‘of innocent people homeless. Judged by the de- 
astruction-of life and property, the brutalities, cruel- 
‘ties, and injustice of the riots in Chicago, Spring- 
field, Hast St. Louis, or Duluth, it might be inferred 
that only hate, malevolent and deliberate, could 
produce such results. 
* But there is no such hate, either in Tulga, Chi- 
cago, or any other community which has been 
visited by these disasters. Day by day white man 
and colored man live in the same community in 
peace. The colored man is a citizen. He has our 
-He prospers when he 
is thrifty. and intelligent. He is respected and 
liked when he shows qualities which, in white or 
‘Dlack, are worthy of respect and liking. There 
aré social discriminations, and in some quarters 
‘political. -He labors under some disadvantages 
which the white escapes. Race instinct puts a 
eertain barrier between him and his white neigh- 
bors, and this force, a powerful one in all virile 
races, white, black, brown, red, or yellow, if in- 
flamedis capable of terrific violtnce.

THE INDEPENDENCB or THE 
JUDICIARY. 

Ill., May 30.—[Editor o* The 
Tribune.]—It seldom happens that one 
of the important principles of our gov- 
ernment is in peril in a local election, 
but such is the fact in respect to the 
judicial election next Monday. The 
independence of the judiciary has been 
an essential and sacred principle of 
me government of this country since 
Independence in the 
means at least three things, 
i. e., impartiality as between persons 
in litigation, total independence of other 


departments and officials of the govern- 
ment, and complete aloofn from po- 
litical influence and control. If judges 


do not decide cases on the law and facts, 
impartially as between the persons in- 
volved, and free from any external in- 
fluence, then the administration of jus- 
tice, the chief end of government, is a 
mockery. 

The independence of the judiciary-has 
been fairly well preserved in Cook coun- 
ty by keeping the courts out of politics. 
Certainly never before has there been 
the bold attempt of a dominaht group 
of political leaders to pick a friendly 
and dependent set of judges. It is a 
procedure totally repugnant to all the 
traditions of the judicial office and to 
every principle of honest ‘government. 
The courts are the only possible check 
on the extravagance and corruption of 
the other departments of the govern. 
ment. 

The people of Cook county must keenly 
realize what is at stake in this judicial 
election and must express af the polls 
an emphatic declaration that they intend 
to keep the courts out-of the reach and 
above even the suspicion of political in- 
fluence.

Asked if Japan should insist to the 
last on the Yap mandate and what 
was the government’s policy, Viscount 
Uchida said: 

“Of course, Japan will adhere to the 
mandate, but we are negotiating with 
Washington concerning the disposition 
of the Yap cables.”
